This follows the lines of 
the Oleomargarine law and would put the 
controi of lard products under the Internal 
Revenue Bureau. Other measures simply 
provide for stamping all adulterated products 
as lardine.“ Senator Farwell’s bill, which 
repeals the Oleomargarine law, requires that 
all adulterations shali be labeled so as to set 
forth the ingredients of the article.

THE PORTUGUESE MINISTER DEAD, 


A Well-Known Diplomat, Very Popular in 
Social Circles in Washington. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 24.—[Special.]— 
The death this morning of the Portuguese 
Minister, Viscount das Nogueiras, was a 
shock to the Diplomatic Corps, of which he 
was one of the oldest members. The im- 
mediate cause of his death was blood-poison- 
ing. He had been ailing for some time, but 
only recently took to his bed, and it was not 
thought he was dangerously ill. Two sons 
were with him at the time of his deatn. Mme. 
Nogueiras, her daughter, and one son are 
now in Paris. The first news they had of 
his serious iliness was a day or two ago, and 
this was followed by the cablegram teday an- 
nouncing the Minister’s death. The funeral 
has been arranged tor Thursday morning 
next, and the remains will be temporarily 
deposited in a receiving vault to await future 
transportation to Portugal for interment. 
Secretary Bayard has postponed the dinner 
he was about to give the members of the 
Diplomatic Corps, and the usual marks of re- 
ll be paid by the State Department. 

W deal Adinteber was in his 64th year and 
was born in the Island of Madeira. His 
diplomatic career began at an early and 
he filled many positions of trust, serving his 
Government Paris, Madrid, and other 
European capitals. Afterward he was sent 
to South America, his later posts being in 
Brazil and Peru. was appointed Minister 
to America in 1878 by his ty Dom Louis 
J. He was the representative of Portugal in 
Mexico, which position he combined with 
that of Resident Minister in America, hold- 
ing both positions at the time of his death. 
Portugal is a small country, but he had the 
full title of Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary to the United States. He was 
a noted man in the history of his country, and 
enjoyed the fall confidence of his King and 
the Government. His term of service in 
Washington commenced next after that of 
the Haytian Minister, and was the longest of 
any member of the ames Corps. Dur-

the company’s assets say that they do not 
propose to submit to such blackmailing 
schemes, but they are getting anxious to 
know whether the alleged correspondents 
and the regular lobbyist really propose to 
bring the matter before Congress. . 


The Senate Pension Committee has had up 
the G. A. R. Disability bill. A snag was 
struck in the first section, which provides 
that all pensions allowed dependent parents 
under that section shali commence from the 
date of actual dependence if the claim was 
filed prior to July 1, 1880, and in case of ap- 
plication thereafter made the pension shall 
commence from the date of the filing of the 
application or from the date of subsequent 
dependence. Under this language the door 
might be opened to a flood of arrearages for 
claims filed before 1880. The committee did 
not think this was intended by the G. A. R. 
committee which drafted the bill, but it was 
thought wise to leave no question open, and 
the section will be amended. Other features 
of the measure will also be changed some- 
what, but about the substance of the bill 
there seems to be little difference of opinion 
in the committee, and it bids fair to be re- 
ported unanimously. In the House commit- 
tee yesterday Representative John A. Mc- 
Shane of Nebraska made a strong plea in be- 
half of his bill giving Mrs. Logan a $2,000 
pension. McShane is a Democrat, and was 
one of the first contributors to the Logan 
fund, which was started after the General’s 
death and came to a standstill when tne bill

CHAMBERLAIN FOR GOVERNOR GENERAL 


Reports that He Is to Succeed Lord Lans- 
downe Discredited in Ottawa. 

Ortawa, Ont., Jan. 24.—/[Special. }—Noth- 
ing is known here regarding the rumor that 
is going the rounds of the American press 
that the Hon. Joseph Chamberlain will suc- 
ceed Lord Lansdowne as Governor-General 
of Canada. The story was the leading topic 
of conversation in the hotels and clubs to- 
night. Itis entirely discredited in well-in- 
formed political circies. Mr. Chamberlain, 
it is claimed, would not forego his prospects 
in English politics during the inevitable crisis 
expected to take place in the next few years 
to accept a post far beneath many other 

sitions in the gift of the British 

vernment. Again, he could not seek 
it from a financial point of view. The yearly 
saiary paid Lord Lansdowne is $50,000. Mr. 
Chamberlain’s income is $100,000. A Cabinet 
Minister said tonight that the Chamberlam 
rumor was likely incorrect.

New Or.eans, La., Jan. 24.—[Special.]—

E. J. Templar, a druggist at No. 250 Blue 
Island avenue, last night swore out a war- 
rant for the arrest of F. Lahodny, a Bohemian 
music teacher, whom he charges with the 
abduction of his 15-year-old daughter Ida.

He taught Miss 
Templar evenings, frequently taking her to 
concerts, etc. Mr. Templar became suspi- 
cious of his daughter’s music-teacher, and 
when she received notes from bim 
he questioned her. She gave satisfac- 
tory replies, but her father thought all 
was not right. Last night he came to the 
conclusion that he would forbid the teacher 
his house. He had no sooner deciaed on this 
step than a friend of both the druggist and 
the musician, who lives in the building in 
which the latter has his office, arrived and 
said he thought he would do Mr. Templar a 
favor by telling him that his daughter was 
in the musician’s room. The druggist was 
astounded, for the gir! had told him she was 
simply going out to procure a itar-string. 
The friend further stated that Ida had often 
been there.

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NEW YORK INSURANCE COMPANIES 
ABOUT TO CUT RATES. 
— 

A Conflict Begun That Is Likely to Result 
Disastrousiy—Terrible Story of Suffering 
and Death at Sea—Ten Days in an Open 
Boat—Medical Examiners Looking for 
Miss Coffin—General Metropolitan News. 


New York, Jan. 24.—[{Special.{—The sus- 
pension of the rules and rates of the tariff 
association of the fire insurance companies, 
decided upon today, is the beginning of a war 
of rates among insurance companies which is 
very likely to end disastrously. The Secre- 
tary of the association, W. Del brough- 
ton, said this morning that fire in- 
surance would no doubt become very 
cheap, and would probably remain 80 
until the companies had lost enough to make 
them tired of that method of doing business. 
It means a practical dissolution of the asso- 
ciation, although it is not actually accom- 
plished. The association has been in exist- 
ence for five years and had for its object two 
things—first, to discriminate between risks; 
and, secondly, to restrict brokers’ commis- 
sions. In the latter pect the association 
had failed in its work, but in the 
former the result was successful. 
It is the opinion of all insurance men 
that the present method of — + an rates, 
which is exceedingly good, could never have 
been brought about without the association. 
Saturday the Liverpool & London & Globe 
withdrew, and immediately afterwards the 
Home, Phenix, and North American Com- 
panies followed suit. Others were about to 
withdraw, but it was finaily decided to hold 
a meeting and meet the situation in a regular 
way. The result of this action will be a war 
of rates which will uitimately drive the 
weaker companies to the wall, and the 
association will have to be reformed to put 
the business of fire insurance on a paying 
basis. There has been from time to time of 
late notice given of a fire-insurance com- 
— * fuilure and the winding up of its 

usiness. This is due to the immense num- 
ber of fires during the last year, the loss to 
the companies being very much larger than 
m any previous year. 


TERRIBLE EXPERIENCE AT SEA. 


The Crew of a Bark Tossed About in an 
Open Boat for Ten Days. 

New York, Jan. 24.—[ Special. Tossed 
about in an open boat, without food or water, 
drifting for ten days, with never a sail in 
sight, burying the bodies of three of their 
mates, including the Captain, in the ocean, 
the others dying slowly with hunger and 
thirst, rescued at the last moment, when too 
weak even to answer the rescuers’ wel- 
come hail—such was the story told by 
the seven survivors of the foundered 
American bark D. Chapin when they arrived 
on the steamship San Marcos from Havana 
today. The faces of the men still showed 
traces of the anguish they had suffered, and 
Chief-Mate Ira W. Cothbeth, who acted as 
spokesman, said he preferréd death to a repe- 
tition of the experience. His rescued ship- 
mates are William Stewart, C. Rossmoson, 
T. Peterson, J. Langmenson, E. Gourie, and 
an ordinary seaman, name not learned. 

The D. Chapin, a bark of 514 tons, left 
Turks Island for Boston Dec. 13 with a cargo 
of salt. Dec. 25, north of the Bermudas, a 
violent southeast gale struck the bark and 
she had to be abandoned. In trying to lower 
the life-boat it was found the davits were 
fouled. Just then a sea washing aboard 
wrenched the boat away and carried it over- 
board. In a moment it was brought back on 
a large billow and planted on the deck at the 
men's feet. Mate Bothbeth and a seaman 
jumped in, and may had scarcely done so be- 
fore the boat was lifted and carried away 
again. Back came the boat on the next 
wave, more men seized the opportunity and 
umped in just as the boat was swept away 

or the third time. This maneuyre was re- 
atea five times, the Captain getting in 
ast. The life-boat with the entire crew— 
nine men besides the Captam— was brought 
back to the vessel’s deck for the fifth time. 
The boat escaped serious injury, though bad- 
ly battered. The men had no food or water, 
and no clothing save what they wore. When 
their frail craft was lifted from the Chapin’s 
deck the last time they had shipped the oars, 
and the next wave drove them clear of her. 
Five days later Capt. Hall became delirious. 
He shouted for water, but there was none to 
give him. Then he would thrust his parched 
tongue from his mouth, screwing his face 
into awful contortions. During the night he 
died. Next day the steward died, and the 
following day a sailor. Dec. 21, six days aft- 
er the loss of the bark, rain fell. Jan. 3 a 
schooner picked up the unfortunate crew in 
adying condition, and they were sent to 
Havana. 


BISMARCK’S CABLE DICTUM, 


General Indignation Among Business-Men 
In New York. 

New York, Jan. 24.— [Special.] — Manager 
Ward of the Commercial Cable Company 
says that diplomatic negotiations are on foot 
relative to the German Government’s inter- 
ference with the business of the cables, and 
he thinks it will all come out in good shape.

DIGGING RIFLE-PITS IN KANSAS, 


The Seat of War in Sherman County Be- 
coming More Serious. 

Topeka, Kas., Jan. 24.—[Special.]—There 
is no change in the situation of affairs in 
Sherman County, where the county-seat con- 
test is raging between the rival towns of 
Eustice and Goodland. The facts lead 
to the present difficulty are these: Eusticé. 
was at one time declared the 
seat, but at a recent election the county- 

was changed to Goodland. The 


ignored. The capture of the records was ac- 
complished by intimidation, an armed mob 
taking possession of the Town of Eustice and 
terrifying the population with rifl shot- 
guns, and turpentine balis, with which they 
threatened to burn the town. After this 
forcible seizure was declared between the 
two towns and each set up a claim to be the 
county-seat. . 

One of the County Commissioners appealed 
to the Governor for assistance in the interest 
of Eustice. The Governor communicated 
with the Sheriff. who happened to be a Good- 
land man, and replied that everything was 
quiet and orderly, and that Goodland had 
only taken the county records peaceably and 
without opposition. Upon 2 of this 
the Governor again wrote the Sheriff ac- 
quainting him with the riotous 88 
of a few days before and telling him that 
(the Sheriff) must be familiar with the 
circumstances, and has unquestionab 
violated his oath in allowing s : 
proceedings. The Governor further 


that he would take steps to see that the law | 


was enforced in Sherman County and that 
the acts of the Sheriff and the officials would 
be inquired into. Since then the feeling has 
been growing very bitter between the rival 
towns, and voth sides have armed them 
selves for an anticipated conflict. About all 
the able-bodied men in Eustice and Good- 
land have been sworn in as Deputy Marshals 
and deputy police offivers, and the prepara- 
tions have even gone so far as the digging of 
rifle-pits and construction of breast- 
works. 

Gov. Martin has directed Gen. Adam Dixon 
of Belleville, commander of the Third 
Brigade, K. N. G., and Capt. Frank McGoath 
of Beloit to go to the seat of war and in- 
vestigate the state of affairs. They are di- 
rected to first call on Judge Pratt, Judge of 
the District Court, and ascertain from him 
the legal status of the situation, and the re- 
port which they will make will govern the 
action of Gov. Martin. The Governor will or- 
— out the militia if necessary to restore 
order.

A Telephone Company’s Petition. 

The Committee on Fire and Water now have 
under consideration the petition of the Cush- 
man Telephone Company, a company which was 
organized last July, with C. H. Plautz of this 
city as President. The company has already be- 
gun operations in Indiana, and has exchan 
at La Porte, Elkhart, and South Bend The 
company promises to furnish telephone service 
in this city for $80 a year. and will ask the Coun- 
cil permission to string wires all 
the city. Mr. Plautz believes he can 
save annually between 200,000 and $300,000 
to the telephone users of Chicago. The Cushman 
telephone is said to have been invented in 1851 
by a Dr. Cushman. While making a telegraph 


line from Racine to Beloit, Wis., he claims to 


have discovered the telephone principle. In 
making a lightning arrester he placed the box in 
a swamp and a few miles further on put up an- 
other. One day on putting his ear close to the 
box he was surprised to hear the croaking of the 
frogs. Experiments over the wire followed, and 
the result was what he called a talking box. 
The Cushman Company claim that Bell's inven- 
tion is the talking-box of 1851. They have gone 
into Indiana avowedly as the fighting com- 
petitors of the Bell telephone. If the city grants 
the Cushman Company a franchise additional 
capital will at once be raised and the company 
enlarged.

THE MICHIGAN SALT MONOPOLY. 5 
The article in Tun Tripune of yesterday 
on the Michigan salt-works is interesting 
Jedi ab eae in the line of political 
economy. It shows that the production of 
the Michigan saline industry for 1886 sold for 
about $2,300,000, of which barely one-quarter 
was paid out for wages at the pauper rate of 
$5.50 per week, while the material cost prac- 
tically nothing and the fuel was obtained at 
the same easy rate. Run in connection with 
lumber-mills, the refuse from those estab- 
lishments furnishes all that is wanted in the 
shape of power for the driving of machinory 


and evaporation, while the same mills supply 
the material out of which packages are made. 


The profit realized on the average barrei of 
salt is but a trifle short ot twice the sum paid 
out for the labor employed in transforming 
the raw material into the finished product. 
And the labor is ot the pauper” order at 
that. A war-tariff protection of 80 per cent 
on the product has resulted in the payment 


week during the eleven months of the year 
that the works are in operation, the men and 
boys who receive this compensation being 
mostly foreigners. Only a few natives“ 
are wanted, and for aught that is known to 
the contrary they are paid at the same rate 
of about a dollar a day, at which the com- 
monest day-laborer in this city would turn 
up his nose in disgust. But the other day- 
workers in this and ail other places in the 
United States are obliged to pay a royal 
price on all the salt they consume in order 
that the salt barons may grow rich while thus 
discouraging the workingman in his efforts 
to obtain à fair day’s wages for a fair day’s 
labor. 

The man Burt, who is the President of this 
pauper-wages Saginaw galt-pool combine, is 


a million and a half at this well-protected 
business, and he is the same lying, slander- 
ous old rascal who publicly alleged that Tue 
Ca10aGo TRIBUNE had been bribed by British 
gold to advocate the admission of sun- 
dried West India salt free of duty for the 
‘benefit of American buttermakers and pork, 
beef, and fish packers. He has made protec- 
tion pay and doesn’t want any competition. 

The Michigan salt manufacturers enjoy a 
large measure of natural protection in their 
contiguity to the source of lumber supply and 
their closeness to a Western market and the 
long distance from any foreign competition. 
The brine material costs them practically 
nothing and transportation to the great 
bulk of their customers amounts to very little 
in comparison with what has to be paid for 
the carriage of salt from the West Indies or 
even trom the Genesee district of New 
Yors. They ought to be able to compete 
with the latter and live royally on the advan- 
tage they possess, while abie-bodied cumpeti- 
tion on the part of the former is out of the 
question though foreign salt were admitted 
free of duty: Indeed, it is quietly hinted that 
the Michigan nabobs do not desire protection 
for themselves so much as for their Eastern 
brethren, for whom the discrimination, due to 
several thousand miles of ocean carriage, is 
not enough. They are not sufficiently bold to 
insist upon it in their own case, but are con- 
tent to reap the great advantage which it 
confers upon the New-Yorkers, while un- 
willing to concede a tithe of it to the men 
who labor for them at littie better than 
the wages of pauperdom. The statement 
to which attention is here called should be 
spread broadcast over the length and preadth 
of the Union, in order that the American 
people may see to what end they are taxed so 
heavily on the consumption of salt. They 
only require the information to enable them 
to understand that this is a protection which 
does not protect anybody except the few 
who neither need it nor have the right to it. 


THE LAKE PARK BILL. 

Animpudentattempt is being made at Wash- 
ington by persons claiming to represent an 
alleged Chicago organization called the Acaa- 
emy of Design to have the Lake Park Pub- 
lic Library bill, recently introduced in Con- 
gress, so amended that the alleged organiza- 
tion referred to shall be allowed half of Dear- 
born Park on which to erect an academy or 
other building for its special purposes. This 
is but a repetition of several similar attempts 
made by the same self-constituted represent- 
atives of the so-called Academy of Design, 
which was referred to a year ago by a Con- 
gressional committee as “a reminiscence 
whose place and work had been for years 
assumed and exercised by the Chicago 
Art Institute.” But condemnation of this 
character seems to have had no effect 
on the persons representing the “ reminis- 
cence.” Their purpose is either to secure 
some advantages which they may turn to 
private profit or to defeat the bill now pend- 
ing before Congress in the interest of the 
Chicago Public Library and the local veteran 
organizations. 

The bililfas it stands was drafted by Judge 
Hawes at the instance of the various soldier 
organizations of Cook County, and provides 
for the occupation of Dearborn Park by a 
Public Library and Soldiers’ Memoria) Hall, 
the library to occupy three-quarters of the 
ground and the soldiers’ hall the remainder. 
The land was originally intended for a public 
park. It was laid out for that purpose, being 
designated in the plats as ‘‘ public grounds.“ 
But, owing to the fact that the plat was not 
properly vacated according to the statutes of 
the State then in force, it is believed, and was 
so held by Judge Drummond, that the United 
States still holds the legal title. Hence the 
necessity for obtaining the consent of Con- 
gress to its occupation for public purposes 
now. 


It may be a stretch of the meaning of the 


phrase “public purposes“ to include a Sol- 
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not only preposterous but nearly akin 


to blackmail. The Soldiers’ Memorial-Hail 
has at least a patriotic purpose. That build- 
ing will oceupy but one-fourth of the tract, 
which is 885 feet long and 162 feet deep. 
There will be ample room fora substantial 
library building in three-quarters of this 
ground. The compromise with the veteran 
organizations will probably aid in the enact- 
ment of Judge Hawes’ bill. 

Congress should pay no attention to the 
representations of the alleged Academy of 
Design. That institution no longer exists. 
It is a humbug. It has no tangible property. 
Its name cannot be found in the Chicago 
Directory. It is not only a reminiscence but 
a myth. The bill ought to be passed as it 
was drafted by Judge Hawes and introduced 
in Congress. Another session should not 
pass without definit action on it. 


BALLOT REFORM IN NEW TORK. 

The Commonwealth Club of New York 
City has formulated a bill in the interest of 
ballot reform, which will be presented during 
the present session of the Legislature. Its 
purpose is to provide for the printing and 


officers at public expense and to regulate 
such elections, thereby doing away with the 
present system of enormous levies on candi- 


politicai workers who are virtually election 
officials living by blackmail upon candidates 


| and otherwise at the public expense. 


The bill has been carefully prepared, with 
sO much care, indeed, that its machinery 
It provides that in 
county elections the County Clerk, after offi- 
cial notification of the names of candidates 
by the conventions, shall provide the requisit 
ballots. In State elections the conventions 
must send the names of candidates to 
the Secretary of State, who must certify 
the names within twenty-five days 
of the election to the clerk of each 
county and to the Boaras of Election of New 
York and Brooklyn. The same clerks, not 
less than a week before the election, must 
publish in the newspapers the full lists of 
candidates. It will furthermore be their 
duty to prepare the ballots, 100 of each kind 
for each election district for every fifty vot- 
ers registered. These ballots are to be placed 
in books in convenient numbers, one for each 
kind, and must be given to the Boards of In- 
spectors at least fifteen minutes before the 
election, two of whom are appointed to have 
charge of their delivery to the electors. 

The ballots thus bemg provided and: ready 
for delivery, a compartment is furnished at 
each polling-place where the mspectors will 
give the voter his ballot and he will have an 
opportunity to prepare it for the box by 
scratching off such names as he does not wish 
to vote. If he cannot read or write the in- 
spectors will do the work for him. If he 
does not vote he must return the bDal- 
lot to them. Before delivering his bal- 
lot, however, the two inspectors must 
indorse it by putting their names or 
initials on the back of it, and in canvass- 
ing any ballot not so indorsed will be void, 
and also void if the elector’s choice cannot be 
determined. The remaining provisions of 
the billallow each elector ten minutes to 
prepare his ballot, and forbid any officer of 
election or any person within the polling- 
place from electioneering. No person can 
remove any ballot from any polling-place be- 
fore the closing of the polls, or apply for and 
receive a ballot in any polling-place other 
than that in which he is entitled to vote. 

These are the principal provisions of the 
bili. It is to be said for it in the first place 
that itis aimed at some of the worst evils 
that attend the electoral system, particularly 
in New York City and Brooklyn, and that if 
it could be made to operate successfully it 
would do away not alone with the great cost 
of elections to candidates but with the 
ever-increasing evil of corruption that at- 
tends them. It would releve the immense 
army of ticket-peddlers, bummers, and heel- 
ers of the jobs for which they bleed candi- 
dates, would remove the danger ot bogus and 
fixed-up ballots to be imposed upon the un- 
wary, and would greatly reduce expenses. 
At the same time it is a question whether 
the allowance of ten minutes to each voter is 
not a considerabie waste of time. The hon- 
esty of the two imepectors would also have to 
be considered, as they have a large area of 
privilege and it would be a very easy matter 
for them to influence ignorant voters and fix 
up their ballots to suit themselves. In gen- 
eral the bill seems to provide a machinery 
which is rather complex and cumbersome. 
When itcomes up for consideration, however, 
ways may be found to amend and simplify it. 
Its purpose is right. 


SUPPOSE FARMERS FORM A TRUST. 

What if the farmers of the Northwest 
should form a trust and appoint a Board of 
Trustees to limit production, fix prices, and 
regulate the sale of all food products? Sup- 
pose the farmers should fali in with the pre- 
vailing rage and organize a “trust,” or, 
rather, as it would be in their case, a defen- 
sive alliance? Such action on their part 
would not amount to aconspiracy or savor of 
illegality. They have no charters, no spe- 
cial privileges, and if they should agree 
among themselves as to how much they 
would produce and what they would sell it 
for, what law would be violated? Perhapsit 
may be thought that, owing to their number 


not combine; but the Granger movement of 
1872.74 showed a remarkable capacity for 
concerted action by the agricultural class on 
short notice and with hastily devised ma- 
chinery. If the farmers should get together 
in the same spirit again and organize a food 
trust they would soon bring the war-tariff 
protected classes to their knees and make 
many mouths water and stomachs hunger. 
Proceeding according to the “trust” plan 
the farmers would select trustees to take 
charge of all produce and put it in the market. 
The trustees would then warehouse the prod- 
uce, double the prices, and dole out breadstuffs, 
meat, and grain so as to hold up the market. 
Territory would then be parctled out and the 
farmers ordered to lessen their production 
one-half next year. Then prices could be 
shoved up again, and, doing half their pres- 
ent amount of work, the farmers could get 
double the pay they now receive. Suppose 
also they should adopt a retaliatory policy 
and squeeze the manufacturing trusts harder 
whenever they attempted a new levy on agri- 
culture. Food could be put up to famine prices 
and the urban population starved out, while | 
the farmers took things easy. It would 
be necessary, however, to make one change 
in the tariff in order to carry out this scheme 
with success. At present there is a nominal 
duty cn agricultural produce, and if the 
farmers should make a combine“ meats and 
breadstuffs would flowin from abroad to 
relieve the artificial scarcity created by the 
agricultural trust. If the duties on farm 
produce were pushed up and equahzed with 
the rates on manufactured articles—made to 
average, say, from 50 to 120 per cent—there 
would be no such danger. The farmers could 
then charge up to the level of the tariff, the 
same as the manufacturing trust monopolies 
do, without fear of outside competition. Why 
shouldn't the farmers demand such a tariff 
as a matter of right? Such duties have been 
maintained for nearly thirty years for the 
benefit of manufacturers, and why shoula 
they not now be provided for the farmers 
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unprotected by law! 
Of course, while the farmers might gain 


something for themselves from a tariff-pro- 
tected trust, the rest of the country would 
be sorely distressed. At once the balance of 
trade which is now made by the farmers of 
the Northwest would turn against the United 
States; gold and silver would be drained 
away; credit impaired, interest rates ad- 
vance, banks embarrassed, and all the con- 
ditions of hard times supplied. By export- 
ing food products the farmers of the North- 
west have turned the balance of trade in our 
favor, bought back 1,000 millions of American 
securities and bonds, and caused Europé to 
ship here several hundred millions of gold 
still retained. Sending out cheap food 
stuffs and bringing back bonds and gold, 
the Northwestern farmers made specie re- 
sumption possible in 1879. They are the bui- 
warks protecting the country from commer- 
cial distress. Of course an agricultural trust 
would change all this, reverse the balance of 
trade, and paralyze the finances of the coun- 
try, while pushing food up to starvation 
rates. For these reasons it is plain that a 
farmers’ trust would shift the present bur- 
den of mortgages and debts and make the 
farmers lien-holaers on city buildings, fac- 
tories, workshops, etc. Plainly, if the farm- 


ers should form atrust they could wreak a 


frightful revenge and compensate themselves 
for extortions suffered heretofore. Would 
not war- tariff trust advocates in Congress 
and out of it do well to think of these things? 


LOCAL OPTION IN MICHIGAN WORKING 
WELL. 7 


A dispatch to Tun Trisune from Detroit a 
few days ago stated that so far every county 
in which local option elections have been 
held under the new law has gone for prohi- 
bition, and that before spring opens twenty- 
two more counties, all in the interior rural 
district of the State, will hold elections of 
the same kind, with the probability that they 
will all go for prohibition, making abort one- 
third of the counties of the State. This kind 
of temperance work is perfectly legitimate, 
and is conducted upon the lines always ad- 
vocated by Tun Tripune, not only for its 
practicality but as a police measure which 
the majority in any given place have the 
right to adopt for their protection and to en- 
force if public sentimentis strong enough. 
If these twenty-two counties go for prohibi- 
tion and can close up the saloons it will be a 
great gain for the cause of temperance 
throughout the State, for which every good 
citizen will re oice, 

How would it have been, however, had the 
Prohibitionists carried the late election for 
State pronibition, as they came near doing? 
It would have been enforced more or less 
well in just these counties which are now 
voting for it under the Local Option law, and 
in others which went for prohibition and 
which may adopt it tois spring or in future. 
In the remaming counties, which voted it 
down by large majorities, it would have been 
a dead letter. The sale of whisky would 
have been unrestrained by any tax and its 
consumption would have been proportionate- 
ly increased. They would have had prohibi- 
tion in prohibition counties and a free, un- 


taxed traffic in the anti-prohibition cities of 


the State; in other words, prohibition where 
public sentiment is strong enough to enforce 
it; free whisky where it is not strong enough. 


That would have been exactly the effect 


under the State Prohibition law. What is 
the effect with the Local Option law in force? 
Prohibition where there is a popular senti- 
ment for it; where the people are hostile 
thereto, non-enforcemént. Partial prohibi- 
tion by a tax of $00 minimum, which may be 
increased by future legislation, restricting 
the traffic, as it Has already done in Detroit, 
for instance, and .suppressing the places 
where the greatest mischief is done are cer- 
tainly better than free rum and disregarded 
law. 

The whole question turns upon public senti- 
ment for its pivot, Suppose the Prohibition- 
ists had carried their amendment to the Con- 
stitution, what would they have done with it 
in Detroit, in Monroe County, in Saginaw, 
in the Upper Peninsula, in the lumber re- 
gions, which voted heavily enough against 
to defeat it? Detroit voted 20,000 against to 
5,000 for it, and in Saginaw the miners voted 
nearly as strong against it. How would 
the one Prohibitionist have stopped the four 
“antis” from drinking! How would the Prohi- 
bitionists have carried out their law? The ma- 
jomty of four to one would have elected the 
Judges who execute the law, the county offi- 
cials who draw the jurfes, and the Mayor and 
Common Council who appoint the policemen 
out of the ranks of those who would have been 
opposed to the law. Ia it possible that the 
blindest Prohibitionist cannot see that De- 
*troit would have had an unrestricted traffic 
in liquor instead of the present highly-taxed 
traffic? What moral obliquity of vision or 
obtuseness of reason is it that prevents a 
Prohibitionist from realizing that prohibition 
where there is a local sentiment to demand 
and enforce it, andahigh tax where that 
sentiment is hostile to it, is a greater gain 
for temperance than prohibition in the former 
and free whisky in the latter case?

SENATOR FRYE’S 1 TARIFF BOUN- 

The enthusiasm of Senator Frye of Maine 
for ultra-protectionist bounties is hard to un- 
derstand. His State, which ranks down to- 
ward the foot of the list in manufacturing, 
cannot take advantage of an excessive tariff 
to rob Western farmers. The cotton and 
woolen manufactures of Maine are compar- 
atively insignificant, and Mr. Frye’s constit- 
uents are occupied mainly in truck farming 
for the Boston market, fishing and ice-cut- 
ting for the South, and lumbering in what re- 
mains of their pine forests. Little Rhode 
Island, with less than half the population, 
does twice the manufacturing of Maine. The 
farmers of Maine get no advantage from a 
high tariff on manufactured articles which 
they are obliged to purchase. The tariff on 
fish is simply retaliatory against Nova Scotia. 
and the Maine fishermen would give it up 
and abandon all other protection of that 
character if they could secure liberal 
treaty rights in Canadian waters. The 
tariff on lumber simply vromotes the 
destruction of the Maine forests and is help- 
ing denude the State of the remnant of lum- 
ber standing—making it poorer instead of 
richer. Maine is not one of the tariff pro- 
tected robber States fattening on the West. 
Her interests, if not like those of the West, 
are similar to those of Vermont, New Hamp- 
shire, and Northern New York, and.her peo- 
ple have little in common with the manu- 
facturing commonwealths given over to 
monopoly and trustism. The only protected 
classes to speak of in Maine are the French 
Canadians who go there to spend a few years, 
earn a sum of money, and take it back with 
them to Canada. 

Yet, representing a farming, fishing, 40 
lumbering State Frye is so wrought up over 
high protectionism that he declares the 
President in his message has thrown down 
the gauntlet of free trade.” It must be, then, 
that the telegraphic version of the message 
received in the West and made the basis of 
all subsequent discussion here was grossly 
misleading and incorrect. In that ver- 
sion of the message nothing was said 
about throwing off tariffs and adopting 
the British system of free trade. The sole 
argument used in the telegraphic copy of the 
message that reached the West was that the 
tariff is returning an excessive amount of 
| revenue. 88 ee e ee poe 
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to the amount necessary to cut off this sur- 
plus taxation. 

Such a proposition as that does not certain- 
ly savortof “ free trade,“ which means aboli- 
tion of the tariff. It must be that Senator 
Frye bases his comments on an entirely dif- 
ferent version of the message than the people 
of the West have seen. Was he commenting 
on an official or authenticated copy? If so, 
will he please send one of these free- trade 
copies to Tue TRI nun T This journal has ap- 
proved the President’s moderate and reason- 
able recommendations in favor of revenue 
reform (as following in the wake of his pre- 
decessor, Arthur), as they appeared in the 
telegraphic copy of the message, but. 
if he was really advocating free 
trade, Tun Trisune desires to know 
it. Will Senator Frye forward any ver- 
sion of the message in which Mr. Cleve- 
land “throws down the gauntlet of free 
trade’? It he has done so and really pro- 
poses the abolition of the tariff and the rais- 
ing of revenue hereafter through a Henry 
George land tax, Tun Trisunse will with- 
draw its approval and substitute severe criti- 
cism. But Senator Frye has no such copy 
of the message. 

While Senator Frye misrepresents his con- 
stituents and appears somewhat muddled ds 
to what constitutes free trade he is openly 
at war with the last National Republican 
platform on tariff reform. He denounces bit- 
terly the doctrine that “the duty is a tax 
paid by the consumer,” and leaves it to be in- 
ferred that such a levy comes out of the for- 
eign producer or the importer. He says: 
Instead of a duty being a tax paid by the 
consumer no instance could be found in 
which the duty had not decreased to the con- 
sumer the cost of the article consumed.” If 
so, why in the name of reason should the 
Republican party have -pledged itself 
to “reduce the surplus and correct 
tne inequalities of the tariff’? If the 
surplus all comes out of the pockets of for- 
eigners and “the inequalities of the tariff” 
are all borne by them, why should the Amer- 
icans concern themselves about reducing 
the one or correcting the other?! Manifest- 
ly, if Senator Frye is correct the statesman- 
ship of the last forty years has been almost 
imbecile. Time and again the tariff has been 
reduced to cut off surplus revenues on the 
theory that these taxes were extracted from 
the pockets of our own people and not taken 
from foreigners. 

The last National Republican Administra- 
tion urged tariff revision on this ground and 
the demand was reiterated by the last Na- 
tional Republican Convention. Still, if Frye 
is correct that foreigners pay all duties, fur- 
nish the surplus, and bear all the in- 
equalities” of the tariff—if this be true, we 
say, itis clearly to the interest of the United 
States to get as much as possible out of the 
foreigners and swell the surplus to the largest 
possible amount by increasing the tariff 
on foreign countries. In that event an 
increasing surplus instead of being a 
matter for alarm or anxiety should oc- 
casion gratification. If the surplus is not 
taken from the people but is paid by foreign 
producers the larger it is the better. To be 
consistent Frye should not content himself 
with opposing tariff reductions but shouid 
bring in a bill to double or trebie the present 
duties and compel foreigners to pile up a 
bigger surplus in the Treasury. A surplus 
taken out of the pockets of Europeans and 
transferred into the United States Treasury 
car only bea blessing, not an evil. If Frye 
is correct the man who proposes lessening a 
single duty is a public enemy. 


THE MAYOR'S IDEAS OF RAILROAD ORDI- 
NANCES. 

It 1s understood that the Committee on 
Streets and Alleys of the West Division will 
ba convened some day this week by its Chair- 
man, Ald. Campbell, to consider the Yerkes 
cable ordinances. It would be well for the 
members of this committee in discussing 
these important measures to bear in mind the 
recommendations incorporated in a message 
sent by Mayor Roche to the Council at the 
beginning of last July which deals directly 
with the subject of street car ordinances. 
Yerkes then sought permission to cable 
Washington street from Dearborn to La 
Salle, there were rumors that the Philadel- 
phia syndicate was negotiating for the con- 
trol of the West Division street-car lines, 
and there were several applications for new 
railroad franchises before the Council. Mayor 
Roche felt that the circumstances justified a 
special message dealing in a general way 
with the form which those franchises should 
take. He said in this special message: 


Six months ago four companies were operating 
the street railways. One company has been pur- 
chased by another, and now there are really only 
three. In view of the consolidation of the gas 
companies it is not at all improbable that within 
a few 2 all the street railways may be con- 
trolled by a trust company. In the absence of 
legislation to prevent it a monopoly of the 
street-car travel of the city may be thus secured. 
Fortunately the Council is in a position to pre- 
clude this. A number of ordinances granting the 
right to lay cable tracks on streets in the busi- 
ness district are pending before your body. Be- 
fore passing them a provision should be inserted 
requiring the company to which a franchise is 
given to permit any other company to use fts 
tracks upon the payment of so much per car or 
s0 much per mile, the basis to be fixed by arbi- 
trators. ow is the time to act. Jf the pending 
ordinances are passed without such a provision as 
that suggested, there will be no other opportunity to 
obtain an interchange of tracks, 


Since this communication was made public 
the number of street-car corporations has 
been reduced to two. The dangers of a 
street-car monopoly against which the Mayor 
warned the public are more menacing than 
they were at the time, and the necessity for 
protection and precaution against their grow- 
ing power and exactions correspondmely 
greater. Should the members of Ald. Camp- 
bell’s committee fail to act on the Mayor’s 
suggestion in preparing a proper West Side 
ordinance he would undoubtedly use his veto 
power to call attention to their negiect and 
to protect the citizens. 

Another recommendation of Mayor Roche 
incorporated in his special message which 
the members of the committee should not for- 
get is that referring to the pavingof tracked 
streets. On this point the Mayor said: 


It has been the experience of the Department of 
Public Works that however well intentioned 
corporations may be, and irrespective of the 
bonds given, it is impossible to tear up a street, 
restore the pavement, and put the roadway into 
its original condition. When a railway corpora- 
tion is authorized to occupy improved streets it 
should be upon condition that where tracks ure laia 
on such streets the roadway must be paved from 
curb to curb, intersections included, at the expense 
of the company using the streets. 


A provision such as the Mayor here sug- 
gests was incorporated in the ordinance 
which the Council passed and afterwards re- 


p considered. The provision should be re- 


tainedin any new ordinance which may be 
passed. Otherwise a veto may be counted on. 


A MISCHIEVOUS TAX ON ART. 

The Committee on Art of the Union League 
Club of New York, in common with Ameri- 
can artists at home and abroad and several 
art institutions, is moving vigorously in the 
matter of free art. Of all the absurdities of 
the prétective tariff the duty levied upon 
paintings and statuary is the most senseless. 
In 1883 it was raised from 10 to 30 per cent, 
though not a single artist in the United 
States asked for the increase. How many 
approved of it is shown by the fact that out 
of 1,435 artists, who were subsequently asked 
to give their opinions, 1,345 expressed them- 

s in favor of free art, while only seven 

re in favor of maintaining the increased 
duty, the small remainder being divided in 
opinion. Two years ago every American 
erin alas ee oer ee 


sent in similar petitions which have met 
with a similar fate. In spite of all these pro- 
tests the high duty still remains, injuring the 
business of those whom it professes to pro- 
tect anc maintained for the sake of the pal- 
try sum of about a quarter of a million dol- 
lars which it adds to the already congested 
revenue. 

The duty cannot be defended from the rev- 
enue point of view, as the revenue is not 
needed. It cannot be defended from the 
protection point of view, as the American 
artists do not need it and have publicly and 


on more than one occasion notified Congress 


that they do not want it. It not only works 
an injury to art but to the artists them- 
selves. They have hitherto been warmly 
welcomed abroad. The foreign art schools 
have been opened to them on the same con- 
ditions as local artists, and all the Govern- 
mental and public art collections have 
been free to them. The works of Amer- 
ican artists are also admitted free 
into foreign countries and galleries. 
The Government of the United States is the 
only one which imposes a tax upon the prod- 
ucts of the painter and sculptor. Is it any 
wonder then that in retaliation foreign gov- 
ernments are not inclined to be as generous 
to American artists as heretofore and are 
contemplating their exclusion from the priv- 
ileges which have heretofore been extended 
to them so generously? The published sta- 
tistics furthermore show that since the en- 
actment of this increased duty the sales of 
works of art by American as well as foreign 
artists have seriously declined in value. The 
prohibitive duty has also abated the public 
interest in art toalarge degree by shutting 
out the best foreign work, thus reacting upon 
our own artists. 

There 1s no point of view from which this 
unnecessary, absurd, and injurious duty can 
be justified. It is a discrimination not alone 
against the artist but the whole public. The 
time has passed when art was considered a 
luxury. In the great progress of the world 
it has come to be regarded as an educator 
and a source of universal pleasure and de- 
light, and is shut out from the masses by 
this unjusttaxation. Asthe American artists 
in Rome say in their petition: ‘“* What the 
rich buy, the poor enjoy in art. Noman can 
consume his picture or statue. Hundreds 
and thousands must see it, many in his home, 
more when it is publicly exhibited, as it is 
sure to be, and gain from it stimulation, de- 
light, and instrucmon. If art be a luxury, so 
is education; but what nation ever dreamed 
of laying a tax on education!’ Why is this 
duty not repealed? What reason is there for 
its maintenance? 


Advanced Journalism at the Hub in 1988. 

Description of prize-fight in Boston suburb in 
the year 1988, as published in a Boston paper of 
that period: 

It has been a long time since any event of 
local importance has attracted so much atten- 
tion or drawn together a concourse of such mag- 
nitude, fashion, wealth, and culture as that 
which gathered in Harvard College Campus last 
evening to witness the long-heralded combat 
between Prof. Elliott Waldo Sullivan and Prof. 
Ticknor Lowell Kilrain, lineal descendants of 
two celebrated masters of pugilism who flour- 
ished in the latter part of the nineteenth cent- 
ury.

Punctually at thé appointed hour the renowned 
champions of the quadrangle—it seems incredi- 
dle that at one age of the world it was absurdly 
called the ring —tock their places on the 
richly-upholstered chairs awaiting them in their 
respective corners amid the enthusiastic ap- 
plause of the immense assembly, and bowed with 
courteous dignity at each other. Some difficulty 
was experienced in procuring a master of ceremo- 
nies—once vulgarly called a “ referee ""—but the 
venerable Dr. Howells James finally consented to 
act in that capacity. Prof. Sullivan was second- 
ed by Judge Benjamin Butler Fields, while the 
Rev. Dr. Oliver Wendell Moulton acted as coad- 
jutant for Prof. Kilrain. The timekeepers were 
Mayor Emerson Bailey Cabot and City-Attorney 
Holmes Aldrich Lodge, 

At the call of time Prof. Sullivan advanced to 
the centre of the quadrangle, where he was met 
a moment later by Prof. Kilrain, who had be- 
come engaged in a discussion with his second 
pertaining to the materialistic tendencies of 
modern systems of philosophy, and ae for the 
moment where he was, 

Round 1—Carefully adjusting his spectacles 
Prof. Sullivan extended his hand. It was grasped 
by that of his antagonist, whose linen cuffs, it 
was remarked, had been more carefully laun- 
dried than those of Prof. Sullivan. With studied 
and methodical movements the two greatest liv- 
ing exponents of muscular science then began 
the contest. At first the gesticulation of Prof. 
Kilrain seemed the more brilliant. By a stra- 
tegic advance and graceful wave of his left 
he succeeded in dislodging the eye-glass 
of his antagonist. A shudder ran through 
the vast congregation. Disdaining to take 
advantage of this partial discomfiture of. 
Prof. Sullivan he folded his arms and stood erect 
and dignified, awaiting the recovery of his ac- 
complished foe. Time was called and the con- 
testants resumed their seats, 

Round 2—This round was marked at the begin- 
ning by playful badinage between the two dis- 
tinguished professors, which was almost undigni- 
fied in its levity. 

“I merely throw this out as a feeler,” said 
Prof. Kilrain. How does it strike you?” 

“I am forcibly impressed with it,” replied 
Prof. Sullivan as he made a Delsartean gesture. 
It seems to be a decided hit.“ 

“Then don't dodge the issue!“ rejoined the 
other, with a circular sweep of his right. 

A truce to this trifling by-play!”’ exclaimed 
Prof. Sullivan, drawing slightly back and adjust- 
ing his necktie. For a hundred years all indi- 
viduals who have faced the descendants of John 
L. Sullivan have been overwhelmed in sinistris 
manibus, as it were. Take that, and reciprocate 
or recalcitrate if you can!” 

With a concussion that could have been heard 
ten feet or more away, accompanied by a sound 
of breaking glass, Prof. Sullivan’s muscular left 
impacted itself forcibly against his antagonist's 
right eye. Prof. Kilrain convulsively grasped 
his second, the Rev. Dr. Oliver Wendell Moui- 
ton. and both fell to the ground and rolled over, 
soiling their full-dress suits most shockingly. 

Prof. Sullivan stood for a moment like a statue. 
Then he examined his left kid glove. It was 
shghtly rent, and from a cut on one of his 
knuckles he saw the blood beginning to flow. 
He turned frightfully pale, but with a tremen- 
dous effort he retained his self-control, and 
did not move from the spot until the venerable 
and distinguished master of ceremonies had 
awarded the palm of victory to the unconquer- 
able descendant of the immortal John Lawrence 
Sullivan. The great contest was over. The 
prize at stake—a Professorship of Occult Sci- 
ences, Philosophic Pugilism, and Volapiik—was 
conferred upon Prof. Elliott Waldo Sullivan 
amid the exclamations of the Vast and intellect- 
ual throng, and in a few minutes more the streets 
and avenues leading from the campus were 
crowded by Bostonians slowly and thoughtfully 
taking their way homeward. The affair was 
socially, professionally, and artistically a suc-

Several Persons Injured—Cox Remanded 
Without Ball—Progress of the War in 
Ireland—The Kalser’s Domain—Prince 
Ferdinand Heartily Received by His 
Subjects—An International Divorce 
Question—General Iintelligence from 
Across the Water. 

DvuBLin, Jan. 24.—A row occurred at the 
railway station at Galway today between a 
crowd, which was awaiting the arrival of 
Fathers Burke and Francis, and the police. 


The latter charged the people, using their 
batons freely, while the crowd retaliated by 
throwing stones and bottles. Several per- 
sons were injured, among them a member of 
the Municipal Council, who received three 
cuts on the head from a policeman’s baton. 
Among the persons injured by the batons of 
the police were women and boys. One boy 
is dying from the effects of the clubbing he 
received. 

The committee which is being organized to 
receive Mr. John Morley and the Marquis of 
Ripon on their arrival at Dublin already num- 
bers 3,000 persons, and includes three Peers, 
many aristocrats, nineteon Bishops, and 204 
magistrates.

Latest Troubles with France—Briefs from 
Germany's Capital. 

BERLIN, Jan. 24.—In consequence of the ill 
feeling towards Pastor Stoecker, arising from 
the Berlin Mission being recently associated 
with the anti-Semitic agitation, a number of 
supporters of the mission will move for 
Stoecker’s resignation. Dr. Paulus of Cas- 
sel, the leading opponent of Judenhetzer, is 
spoken of as his probable successor. 

Metz, Jan. 24.—Regarding the recent inci- 
dent on the frontier, in which a Frenchman 
named Barbarot was deprived of his gun by 
a German customs officer named Hahnemann, 
the Lothringer Zeitung says Hahnemann saw 
Barbarot following game on German soil. 
As poaching is a daily occurrence he 
decided to arrest the intruder. He 
overtook Barbarot a few paces from 
the frontier on German soil, and re- 
quested bim to follow him. Barbarot refused 
and resisted arrest. During the struggle 
which then ensued Barbarot was disarmed. 
The German District Director and the Police 
Commissary are making an official inquiry 
into the affair in order to determine whether 
Hahnemann’s story or the version of it given 
by Barbarot, who said he was enticed across 
the frontier and then arrested, is the cor- 
rect one.

Each of these marriages was 
contracted under an assumed name. and 
each of the five confiding females remained 
for a long time in ignorance of the 
fact that others had a g@aim 
on his affections, Mrs. Lillie, B. Wil- 
kins, the complainant, avers that Jolin lived 
with each of these women as man and wife. 
Added to all this it is said that he was en- 
gaged to a handsome widow. The difficulty 
of maintaining so many contemporaneous 
wives and at the same time playing the gal- 
lant to a sixth soon forced itself upon this 
modern Esau, and in October last he took 
Emma Stetson, who was_ evidently the 
favorit, and left the city. Wilkins and his 
lawful wife lived with Mrs. McCauley in Til- 
ton street, where the injured wife still re- 
mains. She says she believes her husband 
and Emma Stetson are now living in Cleve- 
land, O., as man and wife. 


CHASING A TRAIN-ROBBER, 


The Noted James Burrow Likely to Be 
Captured Near Montgomery, Ala. 

Monteomery, Ala., Jan. 24.—[Special.]— 
James Burrow, one of the noted Lamar 
County desperadoes and train-robber, who 
shot and wounded Nie! Bray Sunday night, is 
still at large. He was surrounded in a negro 
cabin seven miles from Montgomery late yes- 
terday evening, but managed to escape from 
the officers and got into aswamp. During 
the night he made his Way out of the swamp 
and went to a negro’s house, where he stole 
a horse and continued his flight. He is being 
hotly pursued by nine mounted police officers 
and large numbers of citizens, and there is 
still strong hopes of his capture. 

Detective Burns of the uthern Express 
Company arrived in Montgomery today. He 
is just from Texarkana, Ark., where William 
Brock, a former of the Burrow boys, is in 
jail. The detective gives a full history of the 
outlaws. They first robbed a train Dec. 10, 
1886. on the Fort Worth & Denver City Rail- 
road. They went through the train and 
robbed the passengers of their watches, 
money, jewelry, and other valuables. The 
next robbery was at Gordon, Tex.,Jan. 23, 1887, 
where, after one fruitless attempt, they robbed 
the mail and express of $2,624. June 4, 1887, 
they robbed the fast mail and express train 
near Benbrook, a few miles out of Fort 
Worth, only getting #299. They averred they 
would plunder the same train again, which 
they did Sept. 20, this time getting $59. Dec. 
9 last the same men, Rube and Jim Burrow 
and Brock, robbedatrain near Genoa Sta- 
tion, seven miles from Texarkana. There 
they got over $3,000. After that they sep- 
arated, the Burrow boys coming back to Ala- 
bama with the understanding that they were 
to work the mail and express in this State. 
Brock has made a full confession and turned 
over about $500 to the express company. 
Rube Burrow, who is now held captave here, 
was the leader of the gang, and he will be 
held at all hazards.

As French actresses usually play Cyprienne, 
they give her a consciousness of naughtiness 
which is altogether absent from Mme. Raabe's 
purer and more winning conception. We have 
had some pretty good times after all,” was one 
of the lines in the version of “ Divoręons that 
Aimée played in English. She spoke it with a 
diablerie of suggestiveness that even the 
most obtuse spectator could not fail to under- 
stand.

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NATIONAL CAPITAL MISCELLANY. 


The Car-Load Lot Cases Before the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 24.— The Inter- 
State Commerce Commission today began the 
hearing in what are known as the car - load 
lot cases. Mr. Simon Stern opened the case 
on behalf of the complainants. He said that 
upon the enactment of the Inter-State Com- 
merce law a new system of classification was 
adopted bj some of the railroads, including 
the trunk lines, and in this classi- 
cation an unjust discrimination was 
made against small shippers of some 
varieties of goods by placing less than car- 
load quantities in a higher class than car- 
loads. This discrimination 9 
more noticeable in the grocery staples than 
in any other ciass of goods, and particularly 
as to sugar, coffee, canned goods, molasses, 
and prunes. He did not complain so much 
of the high rates ch on the small quan- 
tity as he did of the discrimination between

Druggists Claim that Under the Present 
Law They Are Liable to Be Prosecuted 
Unless They Are Registered as Physi- 
clans—The Doctors Say This Would En- 
title Pharmacists to Make as Well as 
Fill Prescriptions—Talks with Both. 

The State Board of Health, and particularly 
Dr. John H. Rauch, the Secretary of the 
board, has been greatly perplexed of late and 
not a little annoyed by the persistent efforts 
with which a number of druggists in this 
city insist on being registered as regular 
practicing physicians. The movement was 
started by Albert E. Ebert, a well-known 


druggist of this city and a member of the | 


Unnois Board of Pharmacy. It is a move- 
ment which 1s meeting with a great deal of 
resistance on the part of regular practicing 
physicians, who assert that it is an infringe- 
mént on the business of their profession and 
something wholly out of the sphere of the 
ordinary pharmacist. To understand the posi- 
tion of the fifty-odd druggists at whose heads 
stands A. E. Ebert, itis necessary to state 
the primary causes that led to their demand 
for this hitherto unsought privilege. 

During the last session of the Legislature 
Dr. John H. Rauch introduced a bill known 
as the Medical Practice act. It was an 
amendment to the act of 1877, and was 
passed the last day of the session. Among 
other provisions was one in Sec. 10, the sec- 
tion which has been the cause of ail the 
trouble between the board and the druggists 
now clamoring for registration. The of- 


_ fensive clause in that section reads as fol- 


lows: Any person shall be regard- 
ed as a practicing physician, within 
the meaning of this act, who shall 
treat, operate on, or prescribe for 
any physical ailment of another.“ It was an 
amendment to the definition of the physician 
found in the old act, which simply stated 
that any one who pretended to be a physician 
by 8 medicine and appending the 
letters M. D.“ was liable to prosecution if 
not registered by the State Board of Health. 

Pharmacist A. E. Ebert was called upon 
by a TRIBUNE reporter yesterday and asked 
to explain why he and his fifty confreres de- 
manded registration. 

“You must know,” said he, that the 
bulk of the business of the average drug- 
gist—at least two-thirds of it—is derived 
trom the prescriptions which he himself 
puts up to persons calling for remedies for 
simple ailments. If a man feels a little indis- 
posed from constipation, or has a headache, or 
asks for a remedy for inflamed eyes, any 
druggist who understands his business can 

ive him relief without his going to a doctor. 
Bec. 10, in the new Medical Practice act, 
has such broad provisions that any one who 
— ee * para is or. oe 
sumed to be a practicing ician, and if he 
is not istered as — Hy the State Board 
of Health lays himself liable to prosecution, 
and on conviction to a fine of $100 or impris- 
onument. The dr sts of this city, or of 
the State, have no desire or inclination to be 
registe by the board as practicing physi 
cians, but no druggist cares to run the risk of 
being imprisoned or fined $100 for simply using 
a little judgment in his business in the way 
I have indicated.

If Dr. Rauch denies my right to registration 
I shail most assuredly take the matter to the 
courts.“ 

Mr. Ebert is in earnest and very enthusias- 
tic over the matter. Many of the Chicago 
druggists uphold him, and at least fifty have 
made requests for registration to the Board 
of Health. Dr. Rauchis delaying the con- 
sideration of their applications until action 
has been taken u Ebert’s case. Among 
those who have ask for registrauon are 
Henry Bierroth, No. 481 Twenty-fifth street;

* Yes, I am decidedly opposed to the regis- 
tration of pharmacists under the old act of 
1877,“ said Dr. G. F. Hawley as soon as the 
matter was mentioned. Where would the 
thing stop if we should open the doors to 
pharmacists to prescribe? Every ignoramus 
and quack would then be privileged to do the 
doctors’ work, and what does the fellow who 
stands behind the counter mixing pills know 
about the treatment a sick man should re- 
ceive? There is not a country on earth 
where doctors—or presumed doctors—are 
given such freedom to practice as they are in 
this country. Anywhere in the Old World— 
in France, Great Britain, Germany—an ex- 
amination is required before any doctor is 
allowed to practice medicine. But here not 
only do we receive hundreds of emigrant 
doctors and let them practice wherever they 
see fit, but scores of one-horse colleges are 
annually turning out M. D.’s who are not fit 
to bandage a scratched finger. If you let 
pharmacists suggest remedies and give 
counter prescriptions you turn them right 
into an avenue where they have no business 
to be. What business have they to prescribe, 
and where are their qualifications? From 
prescribing over the counter to visiting may 
seem a long step, but it wouldn’t be long be- 
fore they got to it.“ 

Ho about their suggesting remedies for 
trifiing ailments?’’ 

„Well, they may use judgment enough in 
giving something to soothe a headache, but 
they shouldn't be allowed to do it. Let those 
who have studied to be qualified to prescribe 
do the prescribing; the pharmacist’s busi- 
ness is simply to mix his ingredients. That 
is his proper sphere. The line has to be 
drawn somewhere and that is where I should

The National Convention of Merchant Tai- 
) lors Opens at Cincinnati. 
CrxctnnaTi, O., Jan. 24.—/Special.|—The 
best dressed crowd of men ever gathered in 
Cincinnati at one time were seen in the Na- 
tional Convention of Merchant Tailors which 
began in this city this morning. Every one 
of the visitors is rigged out in the latest 
style, and they seem to vie with each other 
in their efforts to excelin the matter of at- 
tire. Nine out of every ten ‘wore plug hats, 
and on account of the ultra fashionable ap- 
pearance of the delegates they at- 
tract unusual attention. The headquarters 
of the convention are at the Burnet House, 
and every large city in the Union is repre- 
sented by delegates. The Chicago, St. Louis, 
New York, and Philadelphia men have their 
own headquarters, where cigars and wines 


are lavishly dispensed. The convention is 
composed of many tailors who have grown 
rich in the business. The aggregate rental 
of the stores of four of the Chicago delegates 
18 $30,000 per annum, while several of the 
delegates in attendance are worth from $200,- 
000 to 3500,000. They were welcomed this 
morning by Mayor Smith and Willam Me- 
Augun of Philadelphia, President of the as- 
sociation. ’ 

D. J. Lindsay, a Presbyterian tailor of Chi- 
cago, opened the proceedings with prayer. 
Today's proceedings were purely routine. A 
committee was appointed to revise the mem- 
bership of the National Exchange so as to 
include merchant tailors who have retired 
from business and tailors of cities where no 
such exchange exists. Ihe convention will 
strike a suag tomorrow on the tariff question. 
There are 200 delegates present, and their 
views are governed a great deal by National 
associations. The Western men want the 
duties on woolen goods reduced, but the 
Eastern men say nay. They want 
the tariff so high that London 
and Paris tailors will be shut out 
altogether. The debate on the subject will 
test their forensic abilities. Out of respect 
for the visitors allthe hotels have goose on 
their menus. The Chicago men are unani- 
mous for a revision of the tariff on wool. The 
delegation consists of Alex. Dunlop, G. W. 
Mathews, 1 Turner. Charles Halla, D. 
J. Lindsay, J. W. Kilmore, R. J. Walsh, W.

He Thinks that the Regular Teachers 
Should Be Competent. to Teach Music 
and Drawing and that the German 
Teachers Should Teach Other Things 
as Well—Other Points in His Annual 
Report to the Board of Education. 

The annual report of President Allan C. 
Story of the City Board of Education fairly 
bristles with proposed reforms and radical 
departures from the present method of 
teaching the “‘young idea how to shoot.“ 
Mr. Story has devoted a great deal of time 
and study to the subject, upon which he is 
an enthusiast. Upon the much-debated ques- 
tion of special teachers, German in particu- 
lar, President Story will say: 

It has been the policy of the board for many 

ears to employ special teachers of music, draw- 

ng, and German to superintend and teach those 
branches only, in the grammar and prima 
schools. Ourcity has now grown so large an 

the number of and distances between schools so 

at that I am firmly of opinion that the time 

or discontinuing those special teachers has ar- 

rived. Some 400 of our teachers received a 

full complimentary course of musical instruc- 

tion from Prof. Tomlins two years ago, and all 
have been repeatedly drilled by the special teach- 
ers of drawing and music during the last twelve 
years. By this time, therefore, these studies, like 
the study of German, must have become no longer 

“infant industries, requiring protection,“ but 

self-sustaining, like arithmetic, geography, or 

penmanship. : 

Let us require all of our teachers to understand, 
and teach those with the other studies of the 
course, and hold them and our superintendents 
responsible for a proper proficiency therein 
among the pupils. Our teachers of German 
should all be required to be examined upon, and 
be competent, and required to teach all other 
branches required-in the grammar and primary 

es. We shall thus at once assimiate the 
studies of German, music, and drawing with, 
and make them a part of, our school course, each, 
of course, remaining optional with parents. 

By this method no special teacher of either of 
these studies will be necessary; while the sala- 
ries of those discontinued, and at least two of 
the special teachers, will be saved to the school 
fund. Whatever necessities have existed in the 
past, arising out of the large 7 — of Ger- 
mans in our population, there seems no good 
reason now for continuing the study as special 
and apart from our regular common-school 
course. This seems to be the reasonable solu- 
tion of a question which has produced much 
more criticism of the action of the board than 
any other. 

The report will call attention to the lack 
of school facilities, and recommend the erec- 
tion of ten new school-houses. Speaking of 
this point vesterday, Mr. Story said: There 
are now 7,000 children in double divisions, 
and the enforcement of compulsory educa- 
tion would increase the number by 20,000. 
We have been forced to place sixty-four pu- 
pils under each teacher, whichis an excessive 
number. I shall recommend that fifty 
shall in the future be the maximum number 
in the primary schools and forty in all gram- 
mar schools above the eighth grade.” An 
increased appropriation will be asked for 
the evening schools, which the President 
considers a most important part of the public- 
school system in great great cities. Last 

rear the appropriation was $15,000, while 
„000 will be the sum asked for the school 

year of 1888. The report recommends the 
adoption of a special course of study 
for these schools; a term of twenty- 
four weeks, commencing in October; 
the employment of teachers capable of 
speaking foreign languages for those pupils 
who have not yet acquired a command of 
the English language, and increased wages 
for competent teachers. 

A radical change will be advocated in the 
course of study. This part of the report has 
not yet been fully prepared, and referring to 
this subject Mr. Story said: Of those who 
enter school but 4 per cent graduate, and the 
vast majority ot those are girls. The aver- 
age boy, who, through necessity, is forced to 
work at a trade, drops out before the really 
useful features of a high-school course are 
reached. The working-class of Chicago m- 
cludes 75 per cent of the population, and for 
them I shall strongly recommend a special 
course of instruction, abolishing many of the 
features of the grammar-school, which are 
merely ornamental, but ee eee 
of the high-school course. is course 
would be completed m seven years, and at 
its close the young man wo have a knowl- 
edge of chemistry, electricity, natural philos- 
ophy, and other studies that enter into the 
— Aone pl and trade pursuits. 

The following suggestion may seem rad- 
ical,” said Mr. ry, but the problem it 


deals with is one that must be faced and 


solved in the very near future. Our streets 
today are a school for crime in which the pu- 
pils are taught by object lessons. In my re- 
port I speak of boys only, but it is a sad fact 
that young girls should be included.“ Upon 
this point the report will read: 

In connection with compulsory education it is 


proper to call atten.ion to the large numbers of 


idle and miscmevous boys throughout the city 
who throng the streets after nightfall, and ought 
to be compelled to, and whose parents often su 

pose they do, attend school, but who either do 
not attend or for misbehavior have been sent 
away. They know corvoral punishment is not 
allowed, and, being adverse to or easily led away 
from study, are soon expelled for misbehavior, 
and, not daring or choosing to go home, roam 
about and fall into or seek bad company and 
are induced into ali sorts of vice and eventually 
crime. If firm discipline, with judicious punish- 
ment under proper regulation and restraint 
could be enforced against them, and they com- 
pelled to attend school, these boys might be in- 
duced to become useful and honorable members 
of society. There might be one or more schools 
in each division, or an ungraded room in each 
school building where all such boys could be 
taken, compelled to behave, and pursue their 
studies. A city ordinance providing for the 
arrest of all boys found loitering about the 


streets after nightfall without parental permis- 


sion, authority for officers to take such to the 

nearest night-school, with punishment by fine or 

imprisonment for a second or third offense. 

would doubtless produce much good to these 

— Let us make an effort to save these 
ys. 

Advanced ground will be taken upon the 
question of manual-training schools for boys. 
Attention is called to the fact that the influx 
of skilled foreign labor, especially in the 
mechanical pursuits, coupled with the fact 
that the American apprenticeship system is 
practically abolished, has resulted in forcing 
American boys into professional and clerical 
fields, which are already greatly overcrowded. 
The suggestion is made that manual-training 
schools be established in connection with the 
revised and modified course of instruction 
before mentioned.

The exercises were very simple. After 
the Polish national hymn had been sung by 
a chorus of twelve voices, the President 
introduced C. G. Icimski, the orator of the 
evening. He spoke at length of the history 
of the insurrection. Another speech in 
Polish was made by K. Zychlinski, and one 
in English by Justice M. A. La Buy. Among 
the visitors last night were four Poles who 


took part in the insurrection. They were 8. 


Ni W. Karlowski, J. Gierzkewiczch, and 
F. Goleniczwscki. A band of twenty young 
Poles was also present costumed in the cav- 
alry uniform of the Polish army of 1864.

A STEP-MOTHER’S CRUELTY. 


Brutality to Little Children—Beaten With- 
out Provocation and Nearly Starved. 

A case of cruelty toa child was told in 
Justice C. J. White’s court yesterday morn- 
ing by anofficer of the Humane Society. 
Sunday afternoon, on complaint of some of 
her neighbers, Mrs. Lizzie Cullen, Polish, 
living at No. 2616 Main street, was arrested 
and charged with having cruelly beaten her 
10-year-old step-son Johnny. The boy isnow 
at the home of his aunt, at No. 3400 Auburn 
street. The Humane Society officer testified 
that last Thursday the woman gave the bov 
such a beating with a strap that his 
back was raw from the biows. The 
littie fellow’s back was uncovered and 
a dozen great welts, swollen and puffed, were 
disclosed. “This terrible punishment was 
given the lad,” said the officer, for the sim- 
ple reason that he took a small piece of cold 
sausage.” After the beating the boy ran 
away to his aunt’s, where he still remains. 
He seemed frightened when asked by the 
court to tell his story, evidentiy through fear 
of being punished. Finally, after many 
frightened glances toward his step-mother, 
he whimpered out the tale. For a year, he 
said, the woman had beaten him frequently 
, without provocauon. One day not long ago 
‘she struck him a terrific blow over the right 
eye with a heavy stick, making a dangerous 
wound, which had to be sewed. He was 
often forced to go without his meals, and was 
greatly reduced in flesh. The resuit of the 

low given him over the eye is — dis- 
cernible in a ym. Nya ugly scar. The woman 
declared through an interpreter that the 
beatings were — for him and that he stole 
food from the pantry. It also developed dur- 
ing the hearing that Johnny’s 8-year-old sis- 
ter had also been beaten without cause. Jus- 
tice White fined the woman $100, saying that 
he regretted that some one had not given the 
woman a good trouncing. John Cullen, the 
husband, paid the fine. He also seemed much 
afraid of his spouse, and kept a respectful 
distance between them as they walked home.

CANADA’S BANKING BUSINESS, 


The Statement for Last Year Anything but 
a Favorable One. 

Orrawa, Ont., Jan. 23.—[Special. I— The 
December bank statement shows that no less 
than five chartered banks are bankrupt, and 
the Maritime Bank of New Brunswick, the 
Exchange Bank of Montreal, and the Central 
Bank of Canada are reported in liquidation. 
The Pictou Bank is winding up ite business 
and the Bank of London has suspended pay- 
ment and is realizing on its assets. A com- 
parison of December returns with those of 
the 8 month show a reduction of 
about $800, in the volame of note 
circulation, an increase in Dominion and
